Office Acti n Summary 
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Claims 84, 86-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 84 "-Based" is vague; its meaning is unclear. "Substantially" is vague; 
what percent? 

Claim 92 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for nonaqueous solvents, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for water. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention conrpensurate in scope with these claims. Original claim 1 excludes water. 
However, the Markush group in claim 92 does not exclude water when the solvent 
excluded is the solvent meeting conditions (i) and (ii). 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 11 
line 27 is "steal" correct?. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
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being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 84, 86-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mantelle '022. 

Mantelle '022 teaches a transdermal comprising a liquid active and a polymer 
free of the same solvents as claimed (abstract), Duro-Tak 87-2852 disclosed (column 
13 line 34), the polymer applicants specify (page 19 line 18).
